The disclosure is objected to because of the following informalities: on 
pages 7-9, 11,13-19 and 21, the right side of each page includes words missing the 
letter "e". Applicant should correct these errors in the specification. 

Appropriate correction is required. 

2. Claim 7 is objected to because of grammatical problems in lines 1-2. 

3. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

4. Claims 5 and 17 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as 
being indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter 
which applicant regards as the invention. 

In each of these claims, line 2, there is no antecedent basis for the term "second 
metal plate". 

5. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: none 
of the prior art of record disclose a battery pack with lap sections formed by dual 
sheathing films that interpose a laminate battery, including a substrate holder, a first 
metal plate laminated on a first side of a film side, which three elements support a 
terminal substrate including output terminals on a side of a first sheathing film thereof. 
The closest prior art, Kozu et al. does not disclose a metal plate on a side of one 
sheathing film that supports the terminal substrate.
